The White House

Children's author Jacqueline Wilson on why she's looking 
forward to appearing at Kew Gardens'first literary festival

oes Jacqueline Wilson become 
as excitable as her fans when 
coming face to face with her 
literary hero or heroine? It’s 
something I’m dying to ask the children’s 
writer as she appears on a star-studded 
bill of authors this month — including 
Louis de Bemieres, Hanif Kureishi, 
A.S.Byatt, Bill Bryson, Penelope Lively 
and David Nicholls — for Kew Gardens’ 
first-ever literary festival, Write on Kew. 
‘I know they have Margaret Atwood 
coming who I very much admire,’ she 
says without hesitation. ‘I think I would 
be quite... overcome is the right word,’ 
followed by peals of animated giggles. 
‘But I don’t think I will be running up 


and saying “Hi Maggie, how are you?”’ 
Despite being a prodigious writer of 102 
books, selling in excess of 38m copies in 
the UK alone, Jacqueline remains as 
much a fangirl at heart as the rest of us. 

It’s no real surprise once you start 
talking to her. The 69-year-old has a 
down-to-earth, amenable manner and a 
sweet, musical voice. She chats at length 
and has a knack for putting you at ease. 
She also comes across as a person who 
cares deeply: about her characters and 
the children for whom she writes. 

On Katy , her newest book, which shot 
straight to no.l in the children’s hardback 
sales list on 30 July, she says, ‘It’s a book 
I tried really hard with. I haven’t yet

received the latest batch of emails and 
letters from children who have actually 
read it but certainly from looking at a few 
blogs, it seems to have done well so far, 
which is very reassuring to me.’ 

Katy is a modern retelling of What 
Katy Did and the original Victorian 
children’s tale, written by Susan 
Coolidge in 1872, is one of Jacqueline’s 
childhood favourites. The central 
character is a young, headstrong tomboy 
who is forever getting into scrapes. After 
suffering a terrible accident and 
becoming an invalid, she has to learn 
how to cope with her new situation by 
becoming good and patient. By the end 
of the book she is able to walk again. 
Although the author was initially 
reluctant to touch a classic, she felt it 
was justified in this case because of the 
‘slightly skewed message’ in the book’s 
moral fabric. ‘For kids who have had 
terrible accidents and particularly bad 
spinal injuries where there is really little 
hope of them walking again, it seems to 
mean to suggest that if you’re very good 
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and patient, perhaps you will learn to 
walk again.’ 

Jacqueline didn’t want to offer her 
heroine a miracle cure. ‘I want children to 
identify with Katy and realise that rather 
than being good and patient all the time, 
actually you’ve got to be a bit gutsy, a bit 
determined; you’ve got to stand up for 
yourself and see that your life isn’t over if 
you have a terrible accident.’ 

Her tough subject matter — alcoholism, 
mental illness and divorce have all 
featured — and her characters’ resilience 
in the face of adversity is what her 
young fans love her for, even if their 
parents do not. From Tracy Beaker (who 
lives in a children’s home) to Hetty 
Feather (a Victorian child abandoned by 
her birth mother in a foundling hospital) 
her young female role models are feisty, 
determined and spirited, although often 
just as vulnerable. 

Perhaps more deeply affected by 
criticism than she lets on, Jacqueline has 
tried to effectively rebel against herself at 
times. ‘I don’t know why... I frequently 


think, well Fm going to surprise everyone 
and Fm going to write a really light-hearted 
fluffy book where everything goes right for 
this child — and yet as soon as I write it, 
by about the second chapter, things seem to 
be sliding away from me,’ she says. 

The mum of one (to daughter Emma) 
seems to instinctively ‘get’ children and 
receives letters by the 
bucketful, although 
she is unable to 
respond to each one. 

She tells me that only 
the day before this 
interview she read a 
letter from a child 
saying how important her book The 
Suitcase Kid had been for helping her 
deal with her parents’ divorce. 

The subject has featured in 
Jacqueline’s own life — she is divorced 
from the father of her child, Emma — 
and her parents reportedly endured 
through an unsatisfactory marriage. She 
has said in the past that she did not 
receive overwhelming support from her 


parents to become a writer despite 
finding her vocation young, so she 
understands how happy-ever-afters are 
not a childhood norm for everyone. 

Jacqueline found her escapism in 
books as an early child — ‘I led a very 
bizarrely rich, imaginary life for most 
of my childhood’ — but found her 

refuge in more sordid, 
real-life material than 
children’s books, 
which she says were 
‘very bland and 
reassuring. I read a 
very downmarket 
women’s magazine, 
called Women s Home Companion , 
which I thought very dramatic — and 
I also loved the problem pages at the 
back.’ 

While these stories provided the 
escapism, Kingston acted as her cocoon. 
‘The Kingston library was a wonderful 
treasure house for me; certainly during 
the holidays I bobbed up there practically 
every other day.’ Her local environment 


I frequently think, well 
I’m going to surprise 
everyone and write a 
really fluffy hook 
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has been a rich source of influence for her over 
the years. Kew Gardens featured as an 
excursion in her book Kiss, while in The 
Butterfly Club , a character becomes interested 
in butterflies after seeing large numbers of 
butterflies fluttering together in a controlled 
environment. Jacqueline said she had been to 
such an event at Kew ‘and it sort of stuck in my 
mind, so you can say that Kew has been 
immensely inspirational.’ She discloses that the 
fictional setting of King Town, featured in so 
many of her tales ‘is pretty similar to Kingston’ 
and the Flower Field shopping centre bears some 
resemblance to the Bentalls shopping centre, 
although she remonstrates that 
she tries to keep the settings as 
generic as possible. 

Kingston has always been 
her home and she remains as 
enamoured with its amenities 
as she is with the bucolic 
charms of nearby Richmond 
and Kew. ‘There are times when I think I’d like 
to live by the seaside,’ she lets on, ‘or one of 
those little lovely Surrey Villages, but Kingston 
still has lots of magic places. The Alligator’s 
Mouth is an excellent bookshop. I love to walk 
in Home Park up towards Hampton Quarter. I 
love Richmond Park and walking by the river... 

I can’t really see myself moving away, not at 
this stage in my life anyway.’ 

What she’d really like to do is ‘to revisit the 
50s when I was a little girl. I wouldn’t 
necessarily want to be a little girl but I’d like to 
walk round Kingston the way it used to be. I 
used to know every shop there and it’s almost 
like another modem town has been plonked 
down on top of the old Kingston that I knew.’ 

She recounts the days of getting into Kew 
Gardens for a penny, discovering antique shops at 
Brady’s Arcade and going to the Kingston 
Empire, now a Wetherspoons, appearing a little 


wistful at times. She hopes she will always be 
able to understand the children she writes for, but 
if not, ‘you can always go back in the past. I feel 
I know where I am really with the Victorians or 
even little 1950s children.’ 

However, Jacqueline asserts that children 
today remain the same even in such rapidly 
changing times. ‘From the letters and emails I 
get from girls aged between seven and 15, deep 
down what they really care about is having a 
best friend — or feeling upset because they 
haven’t got a best friend — when should they 
start to go out with boys, feeling worried about 
their parents say... children are still children.’ 

Nor is she particularly 
worried that modem 
technology is the grim reaper 
of reading, saying that while 
quiet time should be set aside 
for fiction so children develop 
the knack of concentrating, 
she has ‘yet to meet a child 
that doesn’t like to be told a story’. 

No doubt, the local children will be turning 
out in enthralled droves to behold their 
favourite author reading in the flesh at Write 
on Kew. She’s thrilled that a literary festival 
is coming to her Kew Gardens, one of her 
favourite places in all the world. ‘It’s absolutely 
time for a literary festival at Kew,’ she says. 

‘I think it will be very successful.’ And will it 
be nice for it to be close to home? ‘It will be 
absolutely wonderful that I won’t be up at the 
crack of dawn to shoot off to Euston, King’s 
Cross or wherever!’ There underneath lies the 
cheeky Jacqueline Wilson — the original Hetty, 
Katy and Tracy of them all.

Write on Kew takes place at Kew Gardens from 24 to 28 
September. Jacqueline will be appearing on 27

Bugsy Malone splurge gun its way around 
the Lyric stage since the show opened in 
April have not only been able to enjoy a 
great night out at the theatre, but they have also had 
the chance to get acquainted with an extraordinary 
addition to the cultural life of west London. For the 
last two year’s the Lyric has been more or less a 
building site while an ambitious £20 million 
renovation project took place. Now the work has 
been completed and the Reuben Foundation Wing is 
well and truly open for business. 

‘I don’t think there is another building in the 
country like this,’ says Sean Holmes, the Lyric 
Theatre’s artistic director, as he tells me about the 
array of facilities that are now at his and his team’s 
disposal. Adjoining the Lyric’s bar and spreading 
out over two floors above the Kings Mall shopping 
centre, this dazzling extension is made up of dance 
and film studios, a state of the art recording studio, a 
‘digital play space’ and a huge rehearsal room. 

There are also music practice rooms, a sensory room 
for people with special needs, and a small cinema. 

Sean says that these new spaces will help the 
Lyric improve in one of its key areas — its work 
with young people. ‘The new wing means we can 
massively expand the quality, quantity and range of 
work we can do with young people,’ he continues. 
‘We’ve always been known for working with young 
people, and that’s reflected in the youth and diversity 
of our audience. The range of what we can do now 
and the diversity of artforms on offer is really new 
and makes us a very interesting place to be.’ 

The programme of events and classes already 
taking place includes ballet lessons, computer 
coding workshops, film clubs and sessions on TV 
presenting. Enjoying these are youngsters from local 
schools and colleges, as well as members of the 
Lyric’s Young Company (anyone under 25 can join 
for just £10). 

Along with the addition of the Reuben 
Foundation Wing, Sean talks me through the 


improvements that have also been made to the 
original part of the Lyric. The 19th century 
auditorium has remained untouched, but the 
building has been made more energy efficient and 
eco-friendly, while the bar and restaurant facilities 
have been greatly improved. All of this work has 
been made possible by money from central 
government, the local authority, the Arts council, 
and other individual donors, and Holmes pays 
tribute to the Lyric’s executive director, Jessica 
Hepburn, who he says has been the driving force 
behind the entire project. 

Of course, the Reuben Foundation Wing will 
grab plenty of attention with all of the amazing 
opportunities it affords visitors to the theatre, but 
Holmes is also very much focused on making sure 
that the Lyric continues to be known for the 
excellence of the shows it puts on its main stage. On

his watch, the Lyric has developed a reputation for 
staging an eclectic array of productions, from the 
challenging and provocative Secret Theatre 
programme that took place while the renovation 
work was underway, to more populist fare such as 
Bugsy Malone. The two major upcoming 
productions, Tipping the Velvet , an adaptation of 
Sarah Waters’ novel which explores lesbianism in 
Victorian London, and the annual pantomime — 
this year its Cinderella — will again showcase the 
Lyric’s bold approach to programming. 

‘Tipping the Velvet is potentially a controversial 
area in terms of its frankness about sexuality, but the 
form of the show will be very music hall and 
popular,’ explains Sean. ‘We had to put the opening 
back because of the building works but that allowed 
us to really develop the play and develop ideas. 
Director Lindsey Turner and writer Laura Wade 


worked together on Posh and have been great. They 
have come up with a brilliant pop art Victoriana 
concept, it’s of the period but its now slavishly stuck 
in it. They’ll use contemporary songs in a music hall 
style and there will be live music, too.’ 

And what about the pantomime? Inspired by the 
Hackney Empire’s renowned festive extravaganza, 
Sean established the Lyric’s own panto not long 
after taking over. He’s delighted that it has now 
become a mainstay of the theatre’s calendar: ‘We 
use proper actors, not people off the telly, and we 
get really good writers. I’m proud of it and it always 
feels like a really Lyric kind of show.’ 

He adds that the way the audience for the 
pantomime has built over the years proves that 
people in the locality and beyond have truly 
connected with the theatre. And, thanks to the 
magnificent Reuben Foundation Wing, Sean is 
looking forward to the Lyric connecting with even 
more people in the months and years to come.

Australia has won me over, hut there’s noplace like home 


A ustralia is one hell of a country. But then 
you knew that already. I’ve just spent a 
couple of months there, filming all over for 
a new TV series, The Hotplate. And I’ve 
fallen head over heels in love. With its straight talking, 
no-nonsense inhabitants who take pride in telling it as 
it is; and cities, from ever-sexy Sydney, to magnificent 
Melbourne, to languid, languorous, laid-back 
Brisbane.

were certain things I craved. Like those dining 
institutions that can only exist in London: The 
Wolseley, Le Caprice and J Sheekey, with their potted 
shrimps, and asparagus drenched in butter, decent 
smoked salmon, and very English bustle, seasoned 
with a handful of old fashioned familiarity. 

Then the long lunching spots like St John, Quo 
Vadis, Hereford Road and Lyle’s, British in both 
cuisine and soul. Indian food might be improving in 
Oz, but it’s still a long way behind Blighty when it 



comes to top-notch curries. Occasionally, I’d crave 
Gymkhana or Indian Zing in Hammersmith, first-class 
regional Indian tucker. 

But most of all, I missed hunching over the hob, 
and cooking my own food. Sure, my house did have 
a kitchen. But on the very rare days I was actually 
home, there were simply too many new places to 
explore. So it wasn’t just my favourite butchers (HG 
Walter and The Ginger Pig) that I pined after, but 
grabbing fresh flatbreads, huge bunches of herbs and 
fragrant spices on the way home from work from 
Damas Gate on Uxbridge Road. And despite 
Australian beer being wonderfully varied, the pubs 
are very different from ours, part bookie, part old- 
fashioned saloon. They do the job, often too well. 
Compared, though, to our great secular boozing 
churches, they come up short. 

Then there was Vegemite. I did make do with it. 

I had to. But despite my deep love for this great and 
glorious land, one fact will never change — Marmite 
is the original. And the best.

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FIRE GOES OUT 

All good things must come to an end - something Chiswick 
author Cressida Cowell knows only too well...

T here’s an amusing bit 
on Cressida Cowell’s 
website where she 
mentions she is 
married to Simon Cowell, but 
making it clear it’s not the 
Simon Cowell. However, if 
she was married to the Simon 
Cowell, I reckon she’d be on 
a level pegging fame-wise. 

After all, the Chiswick author 
is behind the How To Train Your Dragon 
series, which has sold seven million 
books worldwide and inspired 
Dreamworks’ TV and movie franchise of 
the same name, with the second film 
taking $619 million at the box office last 
year. On 8 September, though, 
everything will come to an end. 

‘It was hard work,’ Cressida admits 
when asked how tough it was to pen 
How To Fight A Dragon s Fury , the 12th 
- and final - book in the series. ‘There 
were all the plotlines to tie up and lots of 
stories to tell. And from an emotional 
point of view I have been writing these 
books for 15 years - but I always had an 
ending in mind.’ 

The origins of Viking Hiccup 
Horrendous Haddock Ill’s story go even 
further back than 15 years. As a child, 
Cressida’s family split their time 
between London and a remote island in 


Scotland - ‘It was like 
treasure island, so inspiring,’ 
she exclaims about the latter - 
where Vikings once settled. 
One local tale spoke about a 
dragon that had turned into a 
mountainside on the island, 
‘and I always wondered what 
if it woke up’ Cressida says. 
‘The actual story of Hiccup I 
only came up with 15 years 
ago, but I always dreamt about dragons.’ 

How To Train Your Dragon was first 
published in 2003 and 
is an enchanting tale, 
which is accentuated 
by Cressida’s own 
illustrations in the 
book. It was prime 
fodder for a film 
adaptation, which 
came about in 2010. ‘It was a very long 
process,’ Cressida recalls. ‘The film took 
around seven years to make. I remember 
seeing the first completed scene. It was 
where Hiccup first meets Toothless and 
shoots him down. It had extraordinary 
lighting, and the whole scene had 
ambiguity and subtlety - and it just blew 
me away. I knew then that it was going 
to be fabulous.’ 

The series has become such a hit that 
Cressida is often trailing around festivals 


and, importantly for her, schools. ‘I was 
always interested in getting children to 
read,’ she states. ‘It’s that mix of telling 
stories in words and pictures, and getting 
children excited about reading and 
books. It is a real fight for a child’s 
attention these days. There’s something 
very exciting for an author to rise to that 
challenge and get a child hooked on a 
story. That happens through the National 
Literary Trust [which Cressida does a lot 
of work for], but also through school 
teachers and parents. The inspiring thing 
is so many care about 
the survival of books.’ 

Cressida has 
certainly cracked it 
with the tales of 
Hiccup - and the 
finale sounds like she 
has saved the best 
until last - so how do you follow up 
something that’s become so big? ‘There 
is something, but I am not allowed to 
say,’ she apologies. No 
matter - we are pretty sure 
it will be bigger than the 
Simon Cowell.

DOUBLE VISION 

A new era may be dawning at Chiswick's Orchard House School, 
but don’t expect a change in ethos or values

I feel as though I have interrupted a 
ceremonial moment. Arriving to 
meet Sally Hobbs - outgoing 
Headmistress of Orchard House 
School - and her successor, Maria 
Edwards, the former is in the process of 
removing her name from the office door. 
‘It’s the right time for me,’ Mrs Hobbs 
insists. ‘I am positive about retirement 
and have been planning this for a year.’ 

A year isn’t a long time, however, 
when you consider Mrs Hobbs has been 
in charge of the hugely successful IAPS 
Chiswick preparatory school for children 
aged three to 11 since day one, some 22 
years ago. Part of the House Schools 
Group founded by the Rentoul family, 
back then in 1993 the school had 65 
children and just one building, whereas 
today there are 294 children spread 
across four buildings. ‘I have run it like a 
family,’ Mrs Hobbs smiles when I ask 
what she is most proud of during her 
time here. ‘I love the way the children 
want to come to school, how they fly in. 
That’s what I wanted, so I am really 
proud of that. I have always run the 
school as if they were my own children.’ 

Mrs Hobbs’ achievements are there 
for all to see, whether it’s the fantastic 
array of top senior 
schools that Orchard 
House pupils head off 
to (even more 
impressive considering 
the school is non- 
selective), or the 
recently completed ISI 
report that deemed the 
school excellent in all areas - and 
dishing out the coveted one and only 
‘exceptional’ accolade that the ISI will 
award, for the quality of pupils’ 
achievements and learning. Mrs Hobbs, 
full of energy, intends to stay in 
education in some shape or form, and 
will be quite an act to follow - so why 
was this role right for Mrs Edwards? 
‘Why not?’ she responds with a smile. 

Why not, indeed. Mrs Edwards comes 
to Orchard House School with a wealth 


of experience: she has been Headmistress 
of two other well-known prep schools in 
the north of England. She talks warmly 
about the House Schools Group, and 
how the Headmistresses at the other two 
sister schools in the group - Bassett 
House and Prospect House - are always 
there to help and advise if necessary. 
Then there is the similarity between the 
two sitting before me. 
‘We are both all about 
the children,’ Mrs 
Edwards states. ‘In the 
classroom, it’s about 
the child being 
independent in their 
learning, and being 
able to make mistakes. 
That’s important, particularly for 
younger children: it’s about allowing 
them to make mistakes and believe they 
are learning in the process.’ 

We talk about the success Orchard 
House School has had in the past 
regarding entrance to London’s leading 
schools, with Mrs Hobbs believing it’s 
not solely down to results from exam 
papers. ‘It’s about building relationships 
with the right schools,’ she points out. ‘If 
a child has a glitch on a paper, they will 


ask if I still support the application, and I 
will know the child and respond 
honestly. I will never support an 
application if it’s wrong for the child for 
that particular school.’ 

There’s a wealth of opportunity for 
the children at Orchard House School, 
making full use of the local community 
around them, and it’s clear a well- 
rounded educational experience is one 
both Mrs Hobbs and her successor Mrs 
Edwards advocate. The latter has been 
involved with the school since last year, 
starting full-time at the sister schools in 
April and working at Orchard House for 
the last half of the summer term, so 
when the new sign goes up on the 
Head’s door, everything has been 
prepared for. But despite Mrs Hobbs’s 
positivity, surely there’s a hint of 
sadness? ‘I’m really going to miss it,’ 
she nods. ‘When you have given 
something your all for 22 years, all hours 
of the day, how could you not miss it? 
But I know I have made the right 
decision. There’s never any reason for 
complacency and I know absolutely that 
Mrs Edwards will not allow it, either.’

EARLY CALL 

Why the return of formal tests for seven-year-olds 
may not he such a had thing after all

O nce again our tested - and 

some might say, over-tested - 
children may soon experience 
another batch of formal 
assessments to undertake. It is suggested 
that Nick Gibb, Schools Minister, is 
moving towards a return to externally 
marked formal tests for seven-year-olds. 

Whilst children in Year 6, the top year 
of primary school, have been tested for 
many years, formal testing at the end of 
the Key Stage 1, when children are seven 
or even six, was abolished over ten years 
ago in favour of less formalised tests that 
are marked by teachers. It was felt, by 
many, that this is too early to put 
children though formal testing. 

Whilst this has always been a 
contentious issue, and teachers and 
unions alike express much concern, there 
does need to be some way of assessing 
the progress of children throughout their 
school lives. As teachers, most of us 
would feel that we are constantly, 
informally assessing the progress and 
development of each child. Indeed, this 
shapes the way we help them to progress 
and how we plan our teaching. 

However, questions abound. How is 
the assessment of each child best done? 


How do we know that schools are doing 
the best job they can? How do we 
balance the needs of the child with tests 
that are in danger of being more about 
results for the school than for the good 
of the children? In fairness, these are 
questions that governments have, no 
doubt, grappled with for many years. 

Behind front doors 
throughout the land, 

SATs week in May is 
approached and 
experienced in 
different ways. Two of 
my children are 
sufficiently old enough 
to have experienced 
both Key Stage 1 and 2 tests and, if I am 
honest, they didn’t really bat an eyelid. 
By the time they sat the latter tests, they 
had been through the London Day 
School exams for a senior school place 
and were quite familiar with the routine. 
In fact, they seemed to find it quite fun 
and one of them mentioned that it was 
all ‘rather quiet and peaceful’ and ‘you 
could just get on with what you had to 
do’! Other parents have found that their 
children have been very upset and 
stressed by the whole experience and, for 


them, it has been a difficult ordeal. 

So, at the start of this school year, as 
parents the three terms will be marked 
with the usual cycle of plays, concerts, 
parents evenings and test and exams, 
whatever the age of our children. If we 
are generous, we will embrace the 
sentiment of testing as inevitability in 
life. Parents of young 
children will hope that 
final decisions 
regarding the 
reintroduction of 
formal testing are 
considered in the light 
of not only driving up 
standards in schools, 
but also for the best educational reasons 
for each child. 

In the meantime, we can try to ensure 
that our children remain as fulfilled and 
happy in their day to day school life and 
gently understand that what is important 
is doing the best that you can do yourself 
- with or without tests.

Does tutoring reflect badly on 
schools? One award-winning 
company shows how the two can 
complement each other perfectly

F or a service that does receive bad 
press from time to time, tutoring 
is very much in demand and on 
the rise. One London-based 
company, Enjoy Education, is at the 
forefront of the industry and will next 
year celebrate its tenth 
anniversary - but don’t think 
for a second they are here as a 
replacement for schools. 

‘It’s not us or them, it’s not 
tutoring versus schools,’ 
insists Enjoy Education’s 
founder, Kate Shand (right). 

‘Schools do a great job in 
terms of providing a place 
where children go every day - 
they are interacting with 
each other and they are 
covering content. 

Schools are hampered 
by the inherent nature of 
their set up, which is 
that they are sometimes 
dealing with very large 
classes of students, whereas we focus on 
one to one support.’ 

Enjoy Education boasts a selection of 
top tutors who can help children achieve 
top results at all levels, including pre¬ 
school preparation, 7/8+, 11+, 13+, 
GCSE, A Level and Oxbridge 
preparation. But the fact that they also 
host a series of events with top 
Headteachers speaking suggests that the 
work they do is not seen as a criticism or 
as a means of replacing our schools. ‘It’s 
a wonderful way for them to be talking 
about their school, and parents love it 
because they have direct access to these 
Heads in a relaxed setting - but can still 


ask difficult questions,’ Kate says. ‘We 
pick all sorts of different schools, 
whether it’s co-ed and single sex schools, 
or boarding and day schools, as parents 
are often in that situation where they 
haven’t yet decided what is best for their 
child. It goes back to one 
of my primary reasons for 
setting up Enjoy 
Education: we want to 
inform parents about their

Enjoy Education were also one of the 
founders of The Tutors’Association,

‘Dr Tim Hands from 
Magdalen College School came to speak 
and that was wonderful,’ Kate recounts. 
‘He spoke freely about all of us having a 
shared goal of building a child’s 
confidence and it was a great moment 
showing how schools and tutoring 
companies can support each other. There 
will always be a healthy tension between 
the two, but at the same time what I do 
like is that schools are more open to 
collaborating with tutoring companies 
and we already work in-house with a 
number of schools in London.’ 

With a big anniversary to be 
celebrated next year, Enjoy Education 
show no signs of slowing down. There 
are plans afoot to help low income 
families apply to Oxbridge, more 
involvement at primary school level with 
children whose families can’t afford one- 
to-one tutoring, and continuing a 
partnership with the charity Chance UK.

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GOLDEN GLOBE 

Next year marks 400 years since the death of Shakespeare - hut as the 
Director of Globe Education writes, he is alive and well in schools

B en Jonson wrote that 

Shakespeare was ‘not of an age 
but for all time’. He felt the 
same about himself He had the 
vanity to publish his own plays - with 
some poems and classical translations - 
in a grand Folio edition in 1616, the year 
Shakespeare died. Seven years later, two 
actors, Heminges and Condell, decided 
to publish Shakespeare’s plays together 
in Folio, too. 

Did Shakespeare think his plays ‘were 
for all time’? Probably not. Plays were 
considered ephemeral (from the Greek 
‘epi-hemera’, meaning ‘for a day’) rather 
than having lasting value. Most plays of 
the period have not survived. 

However, 450 years after his birth, 
Shakespeare’s plays are more popular 
than ever before. Now translated into 
over 100 languages, they have been 
re-interpreted as opera, film, ballet, 
musical, painting and cartoon. 
Shakespeare is an international brand - 
his lines are used and abused on a daily 
basis. The tea towel and fridge magnet 
industries thrive thanks to Shakespeare 
quotes. Even his image is exploited. I 
admit to owning a Shakespeare rubber 



duck and a Shakespeare corkscrew, part 
of a growing tat collection that would 
make for an interesting exhibition. 

Shakespeare could never have 
imagined that his plays would be food 
for a national curriculum or studied at 
desks in classrooms. Fellow playwright 
John Marston argued that his plays were 
written to be performed rather than read. 
It is the classroom reading of 
Shakespeare’s plays that put so many 
students (and teachers) off. It may have 
put you off Shakespeare, too. 

However, the teaching of Shakespeare 
has improved dramatically over recent 
years. Increasingly the plays are being 
taught through performance and as 
scripts for actors that are open to a range 
of interpretations. A host of film as well 


as stage versions are available to support 
classroom teaching while theatre 
organisations, like Shakespeare’s Globe, 
are drawing on rehearsal room practice 
to animate workshops for all. 

These approaches are opening up the 
plays, encouraging students to seek their 
own interpretations. Yes, the vocabulary 
can be difficult because some of the 
words are so ‘old’, but it was often 
difficult for Shakespeare’s actors, too, 
because some of his words were ‘new’. 

However, the issues that Shakespeare 
explores in the plays are neither old nor 
new, but ‘for all time’. His plays have 
become universal stories that people 
across the world can share and discuss. 
Everyone should have the opportunity to 
meet Shakespeare. One advantage of 
having Shakespeare on the curriculum is 
that every student is given that 
opportunity. As long as that meeting is, 
as Shakespeare intended, playful. 

There is meaning in play.

EYE OF THE 
BEHOLDER 

From asking the right questions to tracking down 
pupils, herds an insider's guide to school open days 

Words SUE LAIDLAW 


A t this time of year, some of 
you will be preparing for the 
open day season, the round of 
school visits that will be 
followed by a sifting through of 
thoughts, a shortlist of prospective 
schools and form filling, and sending of 
registrations fees and all that follows. 
Perhaps you are ahead of the game and 
taking an early look at schools for the 
future for your little ones; maybe you are 
in the last term before entrance exams 
take place or somewhere in the middle. 
Alternatively, you may be looking at 
Prep School or Sixth Forms. In essence, 
the process is the same and a few tips 
and an observant eye can prepare you 
well for what is on offer. 

When advising the many hundreds of 
parents who come through our doors 
seeking the best school for their child, 
the key advice is always the same — 
ensure that you find the school that is 
right for your child and where your child 
is right for it. ‘All very well! ’ they might 
say. ‘But how do we know which one 
that might be?’ 


Open days are clearly one way of 
getting a ‘feel’ for the school that might 
one day take your child as a pupil.

However, the wisest of these 
professionals will also give a sense of 
reality as to who is best suited to their 
school and why. 

So what is there to observe beyond 
the obvious? Firstly, take a look and 
have a listen to the other parents around 


you. Are they the sort of people that 
could become your friends? Trust your 
instinct and that little voice inside. The 
pupil who shows you round can 
influence your opinion for better or 
worse, so try to speak to a few. Try to 
stay neutral and be 
aware of this, but do 
ask lots of questions. 
Your guide will know 
what goes on day in 
day out, so a few 
carefully worded 
questions can provide 
much insight. 

Finally, if you have the opportunity 
visit the school on a non-open day. A 
regular school day can give you a great 
deal more: look at the wall displays, 
observe how the pupils interact in class, 
how the teachers teach... all this will 
speak volumes. At the end of it all, it is 
always about finding the most 
appropriate environment in which to 
enable your child to thrive.

PARADISE 

The Seychelles is a melting pot of different cultures , 
meaning a unique experience with something for everyone

T he Seychelles was uninhabited 
throughout most of recorded 
history. As you swoop in to land 
on Mahe - this Indian Ocean 
archipelago’s largest island - you can’t 
help but think that everybody was 
missing a trick: the sun is shining, 
turquoise waters lap gently against white 
sands, and jungle-covered hills and 
mountains rise up dramatically. It is, 
quite literally, paradise. 

The French were the first to wake up 
to the beauty of the Seychelles, and 
there’s still a Gallic influence apparent, 
most obvious in the nation’s first 
language, Seychellois Creole.

LOST IN 
TRANSLATION 

Culture, celebrations and cuisine: why one weekend 
in Florence just isn’t enough

A s a torrent of sweat poured 

down my forehead, I couldn’t 
help but think of Alan 
Partridge’s encounter with a 
scolding apple pastry (‘It’s hotter than 
the sun!’). I am at the Florence wedding 
of a good friend, in my groomsman’s 
suit, in 40 degrees and in the full glare of 
that pesky sun. Hot 
doesn’t do it justice. 

For 48 hours 
solid, the weather in 
the Tuscan capital 
was sensational, 
without a cloud in 
the sky. Out of the 
suit, I lapped every 
little bit of it up as 
my wife and I 
packed as much as 
we could into a short period of time. We 
came in via Pisa airport and were 
whisked straight off, courtesy of Tuscany 
Now, to Florence itself, a beautiful, 
historic city with lots of stories to tell. 
The best way to hear those, without a 
doubt, was on a half day cultural guided 
tour by Barchetto, a distinctive 
Florentine boat similar to a gondola. It 
was fascinating to learn about the history 


of the Amo River, from WWII attacks to 
famous film stars plying their trade. 

An hour’s drive later and we were at 
our home for the next two days, La 
Tegolaia near to the village of Pelago. 
Now, thanks to the aforementioned 
wedding, this was the weekend we had 
to visit and Tuscany Now could only put 
us up in a seven 
bedroom villa with 
sweeping views of 
vineyards and 
rolling hills (we 
gmdgingly 
accepted, of 
course). A 12th 
century villa, La 
Tegolaia has an old 
world charm with 
endless doors 
leading to yet another room (our first 
night, ridiculously, almost saw us get 
lost). As well as the seven bedrooms, 
there are eight bathrooms, a separate 
pool house, dining room, sitting room, 
kitchenette and al fresco dining areas, 
which in itself leads to a world of 
cypress and olive trees, deckchairs, a 
swimming pool and more. It’s fair to say 
that there was enough for two people. 


Although self-catering - we were 
rather proud of our toast and jam on the 
first morning - Tiziano, the ‘caretaker’, 
was there for the majority of time at La 
Tegolaia. I write ‘caretaker’ because he 
whipped up the most astonishing meal 
on our first night: spaghetti vongole to 
start, a wonderfully fresh sea bream to 
follow, before finishing with a never- 
ending chocolate mousse (although we 
did our best to finish it), plus conjured 
up a stunning bmnch that beat the 
hangover post-wedding. 

Amusingly, Tiziano spoke very little 
English (the owners are stationed next 
door, who do speak English), which was 
the cue for some rather random 
conversations between him and yours 
truly. Whatever the subject, we got there 
in the end, but my wife mentioned that it 
reminded her of a scene straight out of 
Alan Partridge. Comedy gold, perhaps, 
but as Norwich’s finest would also say 
about the delights of Tuscany: ‘Back of 
the net.’
